HAD SERVED TERM AS 
COUNTY PROSECUTOR 


Su ffering a heart attack, Gates 
Ketchu m, age abo u t 5 0, well 
kno wn lo cal atto rney , died su d­ 
denly in his o ffice o v er the 
Ru shv ille Natio nal bank, co mer 
o f Main and Seco nd streets, a t 
1:30 o ’clo ck this afterno o n. 
Mr. Ketchu m was sitting a t his 
desk talking with Jo hn H. Kip - 
linger, ano ther lo cal atto rney , 
and Max Feemster, Cambridge 
City atto rney , when he was fa­ 
tally stricken. 
Remarking, “I think I am go ­ 
ing to faint,” Mr. Ketchu m fell 
o v er o n his desk and died so o n 
afterward, it was rep o rted. 
Co ro ner Frank Green, Jr., who 
was called immediately , said the 
atto rney was dead when he a r­ 
riv ed a t the o ffice. He said that 
a heart attack was the p ro bable 
cau se o f death. 
The atto rney had no t been ill 
and his death came as a sho ck to 
his friends. He had sp ent the 
mo rning in circu it co u rt. 
Mr. Ketchu m was a nativ e o f 
So u thern Decatu r co u nty . He 
came to Ru shv ille in 1915 and 
had p racticed law here since that 
time. He liv ed at 117 East Tenth 
street. 
Befo re co ming here he p rac­ 
ticed in Greensbu rg. 
Activ e in Demo crat p o litics, 
Mr. Ketchu m was elected Ru sh 
co u nty p ro secu to r in 1925 o n this 
ticket. He also was u nsu ccessfu l 
candidate fo r Ru sh circu it co u rt 
ju dge o n the Demo cratic ticket 
in 1930 and 1936. 
He was the so n o f Mr. and Mrs.

Addition of a third set of locks 
in the Panama Canal will be 
considered by the Hou se Mer­ 
chant Marine committee tomor­ 
row as a link in the administra­ 
tion’s defense prog ram. 
On the ev e of cong ressional 
hearing s on a v ariety of propos­ 
als for su pplementing the na­ 
tion’s “life-line” between the At­ 
lantic and Pacific, indications to­ 
day were that the administration 
had tu rned down plans for a ca­ 
nal across Nicarag u a. 
Secretary Hu ll told Chairman 
Bland /D-Va) of the Merchant 
Marine V'.ommittee that the $1,- 
000,000,000 Nicarag u a proposal 
was not in accord with the Presi­ 
dent’s prog ram. On the other 
hand, it was learned that the 
war department still was consid­ 
ering the ex tra set of locks for 
the Panama Canal. 
The latter project wou ld cost 
abou t $200,000,000. Ex perts said 
it wou ld do mu ch to minimize 
the dang er of sabotag e crippling 
the ex isting canal, which Secre­ 
tary Woodring declared “mu st be 
made absolu tely impreg nable.”

A hu ndred y ears ag o, before 
polo became the best-known Ar­ 
g entine sport, “El Pato” was 
play ed by the g au chos riding 
their fast cowboy horses with a 
dead du ck which went to the 
winning side as the prize of v is- 
tory . 
(“Pato” is Spanish for 
du ck.) 
Often it was a qu estion of su r­ 
v iv ors, not winners, g aining the 
du ck, a shade of its former self 
after being fou g ht ov er by horse­ 
men who snatched it and raced 
u p and down the field to make 
a g oal. 
For the tempers of the g au ­ 
chos, a wild hard-riding bu nch 
of

flared 
easily . 
Clu bs 
swu ng , kniv es flashed, pistols 
cracked and horsemen fell dead 
or wou nded from their mou nts. 
To keep the g au chos from ex ­ 
term inating themselv es before 
their time—which came as the 
frontier retreated—the au thori­ 


ties forbade “El Pato.” This in 
itself was not enou g h, and to dis­ 
cou rag e the g ame ev en more, the 
chu rch refu sed last rites to dy ing 
cowboy s who met their fate in 
play ing the ou tlawed g ame. 
Howev er, Arg entine horsemen, 
among the best in the world, 
still play ed secretly . 
Becau se Arg entines lov e stren­ 
u ou s g ames, and especially g ames 
on horseback, polo play ers g ot 
tog ether a nd/ev olv ed new and 
safer ru les of play and condu ct. 
The g ood old nativ e g ame was 
equ ipped with a ball which has 
handles—the dead du ck bu ried 
in the past. The ball is tossed in 
center-field, g rabbed, and fou r 
horsemen to a side wheel, block 
and race u p and down the field 
try ing to throw it throu g h their 
opponents’ basket.

Perhaps it is as well for the peace of min d of 
those in clin ed to see a bear in ev ery bu sh that 
the deal has fallen throu gh for the tran sfer of 
17 German commercial plan es to the Gov ern men t 
of Mex ico in ex chan ge for as man y dollars’ worth 
of con fiscated American oil. The tran saction in 
itself was n ot momen tou s, an d, so far as kn own , 
these plan es had been pu rchased or obtain ed on 
option by priv ate in terests. Its chief u n toward 
aspect was in the paradox of oil seized from 
American own ers bein g bartered by ou r n earest 
n eighbors for Ju n kers capable of bein g con v erted 
in to bombers. 
Ultimate reparation to the own ers for the oil 
an d oil lan ds seized by Mex ico may be y ears in 
comin g, as witn ess delay ov er the agrarian lan d 
settlemen ts. Mean while, if the Mex ican s can 
make an econ omic go of n ation alizin g the oil 
properties, they may be ex pected to do so. There 
has been n o gov ern men t opposition here to the 
proposal for the barter of $2,500,000 worth of oil 
for machin ery to in stall in wood pu lp mills for 
makin g paper for the presses of the Mex ican 
Gov ern men t. It is on ly the poten tial military 
twist that made an in ciden t, if it has that dip­ 
lomatic statu s, of the proposal to barter the 
plan es. 
The v eteran Josephu s Dan iels, as ou r Ambassa­ 
dor at Mex ico City , dou btless had little difficu lty 
in makin g this clear. Mex ico has on ly abou t 70 
plan es an d 170 pilots. She is said to be n egotiat­ 
in g here an d in Can ada for more plan es, an d in 
the offin g is a plan for the Can adian Car 
& 
Fou n dry Co. to bu ild a plan t to con stru ct plan es 
for Mex ico an d other n ation s of this hemisphere. 
There can be n o objection to that, an d it is Mex i­ 
co’s u n dou bted right to pu rchase plan es abroad 
in an y av ailable market. Bu t the u se of stolen 
oil for the pu rpose wou ld hav e looked qu eer to 
the Repu blics of the Sou th, comin g on ly a few 
mon ths after the Pan -American Con feren ce at 


Lima. Particu larly is this tru e as American pres­ 
su re has y et brou ght abou t n o agreed basis of 
pay men t for the oil.
